Lojak leads 
Alabama Two- 


Day survivors

MAPLESVILLE, AL, APR. 12-13 


Ed Lojak led a field of 34 survivors out of a 500- 
plus rider starting field to post the best individ- 
ual score in the Perry Mountain M.C. orga- 
nized Alabama Two-Day. Husqvarna-mounted 


Lojak held off Frank Gallo — in 
his first ride for Team Husky — 
by nine points (seconds) 1505 to 
1514. Gallo took the Open division 
win in the combined Letter of Intent 
and A class while Lojak was the 250cc 
I/A winner. Yamaha's Ron Ribolzi 
took the 175cc I/A class. 

There were no 125cc I/A finishers 
and no B class riders finished Day 
One. In all, nine gold medals were 
earned, starting with Lojak and Gallo 
followed by KTM's new star Frank 
Stacy, with Maico rider Steve Van 
Watermeulen and Yamaha-mounted 
Rick Munyon rounding out the top 
five. Mike Melton, aboard a Husky, 
placed sixth overall trailed by Ribolzi, 
KTM's Rod Bush and Suzuki's Mike 
Rosso to round out the gold rush. 

Unrelenting rain turned Alabama 
red clay into slick, no traction grease 
on the trails, making hills which would 
have been easily passable in dry condi- 
tions, formidable roadblocks for one 
and all. Pasture land that was part of 
the special test became a quagmire. 

Planning on mostly dry weather 
when organizing the event, the Perry 





Mountain M.C. opted to start Open 
class bikes first with descending order 
to the one-two-fives. That backfired 
and Open bikes churned up a sea of 
mud and ruts that left the smaller 
bikes struggling. 

Perhaps the most telling remark of 
the event came from a farmer observing 
the final test in a steady downpour on 
Day Two. He turned to Mike Rosso, 
who had finished his run, and asked, 
"You boys sure do love this, don't 
you?" "It's my job," said Rosso. The 
farmer shook his head. 


Day One 

Rain had fallen steadily from mid- 
afternoon on Friday and by 7 a.m. key 
time the impound area was partially 
covered by a ruddy colored sea of 
swirling water. Lightning accompanied 
by the rumble of thunder did little 
to make those who had second 
thoughts about starting less doubt- 
ful. By the end of Day One over 260 
of those with doubts and a good many 
of those without would be spectating 
or drying out. 

The slowest of three time schedules 
was used and club members were in

It looked like a total deadlock/ 
loss just a few months ago, but 
where there is a will, apparently 
there is also a way. 

After much talk about running 500cc 
singles in dirt competition this year 
against restricted 750s, the idea was 
dropped, or at least tucked away, swept 
under the rug, or forgotten about. But 
not by everybody. 

The mark of a good promoter is to 
promote something that interests pay- 
Ing spectators. It looks like we still 
have some of those around. 

I was informed last week that J.C. 
Agajanian will host a 500cc Invita- 
tional at both of his National half 
miles at Ascot in May and October. I 
also understand that Don Brymer will 
do the same at his July 5 National half 
mile at Topeka, KS. 

What is a 500cc Invitational? (1.) 
The rider must be invited by the pro- 
moter (2.) The rider has to be an Ex- 
pert or a Junior (3.) It has to be a 500cc 
four-stroke single cylinder and any 
brand that fits this qualifies. 

It also means that an Expert, if in- 
vited, can enter both the National (on 
his 750cc?) and also compete in the 
Invitational on a 500cc. 

The first round, on Saturday night, 
May 10 at Ascot, will be officially 
sponsored by American Honda. 

To date we have seen numerous 
Honda and Yamaha 500cc singles run- 
ning at Houston and Ascot. Some ran 
last season at the San Jose mile in the

and hiring tuners such as Mert Lawwill 
(Yamaha) and Jerry Griffith (Honda) 
to keep them going it shows that they 
are serious about the whole thing. 
What went through my mind when 
I first heard about it was that Ascot 
was the home for many years for the 
BSA 500 Gold Star. Long after they 
stopped making money at other tracks 
they were still doing well in Gardena. 
The end came at Ascot for the Gold

the woods at dawn rerouting areas 
where problems were likely. to occur. 
The special test had also been altered 
to eliminate the flooded areas. By the 
time the second special test was run, 
all low ground had been eliminated, 
making it an approximately two mile 
run through a watermelon field and 
pine trees bordering the field/ pasture. 

“It will be a test of survival,” noted 
Dane Leimbach. Starting from the 
46th row astride a Kawasaki 125cc, 
Leimbsch knew what he was talking 
about. He crashed, injuring his left 
arm, and withdrew. The same 
maladies plagued everyone: Stretched 
or thrown chains, front and rear 
brakes that didn't work, carbs that 
sucked in grit, grit in throttle cables 
and slides and rear sprocket teeth that 
wore away to nubs. No rider was 
immune although a few, like Lojak, 
Gallo and Stacy said their day was 
basically trouble free. 

By the third of three gas stops it was 
evident that there would be few 
finishers at the end of the day. Riders 
helped each other get unstuck. 
Coming into gas three Larry Roeseler 
got in a deep mudhole. Gallo, right 
behind, saw his problem and back- 
tracked to help him out so Rosseler 
would stay on time. 

Greg Davis, 125cc class winner in 
Tennessee, and Dan Dillon did the 
same. “We helped each other up hills 
trying to make it back to impound 
before houring out,” said Davis. “We 
almost made it.” 

The atmosphere at the final check 
before impound was charged as every- 
one checked watches and official time 
against when their rider was due. It 
was bitter disappointment for Roeseler 
as he got to the check no more than 10 
seconds out of his grace period — add 
60 points. 

Being a checker turned out to be a 
dangerous job as most, if not all, 
incoming riders had little or no brakes 
left. Vic Ely scattered people every- 
where with his lay-it-down-and-slide- 
into-impound charge. 

“The trail was ridable if you picked 
the right lines,” said a smiling Frank 
Stacy. “I had a good time.” Gallo was 
grinning and brimming over with 
confidence about his first ride for 
Husky. “No problems,” said Frank. 
Lojak agreed it was a good day. 

The run for overall was between 
Lojak and Gallo with Lojak holding 
an 11 second advantage. Rick Munyon 
was third 17 seconds farther back. Ron 
Riblozi held a 39 second lead over Rod 
Bush for the 175cc lead. 





Day Two 


An entire new loop (run twice) had 
been arrowed with the special test still 
limited to high ground and a final test 
area staked out in a new field. 

Key time came and so did rain. 
“Somebody up there evidently doesn’t 
like us,” mumbled one rider, half 
soaked before even starting. 

Gallo had a time consuming spill on 
the special test which cost him 10 
seconds. Lojak held steady and went 
into the final test with 21 seconds in 
hand. 

Gallo wailed around the one mile 
final test. It was run MX style with 
eight (or less) riders in five heats. 
Gallo, pitted against Van 
Watermeulen, led the Maico rider to 
the finish as the pair turned the fastest 
times of the day with Gallo at 303 
seconds. 

Lojak won his heat turning in a 315 
time which was good enough for a nine 
second advantage over Gallo in total 
time and his first overall win in Two- 
Day competition. Lojak garnered a 
silver medal in the 1979 ISDT while 
riding with a broken collarbone. 


“I had no problems," said Lojak 
who rides out of Lojak Cycle in 
Tarrentum, PA. “Му forearms 
tightened up a bit at the end, but that 
was all." 


"Im happy,” said Gallo. “It was a 
close event and that’s what it’s about. 
“Sure, the conditions were bad. If you 
want to ride the ISDT then this was a 
good test to see if you've got what it 
takes. Luckily, it was rather warm 
because if it had been colder and the 
wind was blowing we would have all 
frozen.” 


“Mike (Rosso) got me in Tennessee. 
I paid him back here,” said 175cc 
winner Ron Ribolzi. “It’s going to be 
an interesting series.” 

“We learned a lot,” said Tommy 
Seales of Perry Mountain M.C. “Wait 
until next year.”

won on a BSA. Going the other direc- 
tion was far more difficult. 

If ever a race track was made for a 
specific bike it was Ascot and the Gold 
Star. I think that C.R. Axtell and Dick 
Kelm saved at least one each. Kelm 
was the owner/sponsor/mechanic that 
put all three of his into that long-ago 
1969 National main event. 

It would not look good for a motor- 
cycle that has not been made for over 
20 years to come out and blow off the 
new stuff — but it sure would make it 
interesting if a few show up for the 10th. 

With the interest shown already, it 
goes without saying that the entries will 
have to be limited so riders and owners 
who have knowledge of these 500cc 
single four-strokers should contact 
Agajanian race headquarters at 213/ 
321-5323 as time is short. 

Hats off to Aggie, Don Brymer and 
American Honda for figuring out a 
way to give a lot of people at least a 
limited look at what they have been 
talking about and asking for for some 
time now. 

In wrapping this up wouldn't it be 
nice, at least on the 10th, to have as 
many former Ascot 500cc winners on 
hand to watch this event and be ac- 
knowledged. It's a staggering list but it 
could be done. 

It is only proper that it all starts in 
the Gardena area once again. The 
Gold Star was introduced to oval track 
racing in the mid-50s by Al Gunter 
and George Everett. The track was the 
old Gardena Speedway, located on 
Western Ave., about three miles from 
where Ascot is located today.

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Mean green and onthe gas

One of the fastest rising stars in the motocross 
world today is 21-year-old Warren Reid. In 
three years of racing in the AMA 125cc MX 
Nationals he has often been overshadowed by 


Broc Glover and Mark Barnett, 
but still remained a threat to the 
crown with consistent top five 
finishes. 

Occasionally Warren has shown signs 
of true brilliance as with his series win 
in the Trans-AMA support class in '78 
and near victory at the Anaheim Super- 
cross in "79. Two weeks after Anaheim, 
Reid dazzled the spectators and ABC 
cameras at the inaugural Superbikers 
race, leading much of the event before 
falling and finishing fifth against some 
of the best riders in the world. 


The beginning of the 1980 season 
found Reid carding several placings in 
the top four in Supercross competition, 
as well as a third and a fourth in the 
first two 250cc Nationals of the season. 


Since the early days of his career 
Reid has been mounted on Hondas 
and most fans associated the bright red 
machines with the lanky southern Cali- 
fornia rider. So it was with considerable 
surprise that the motorcycling com- 
munity received word that Reid would 
be competing in 1980 on board a Kawa- 


saki Uni-Traker. Rumors flew about 
but Honda would say little and Kawa- 
saki kept a low profile. 

With talk about lawsuits, contract 

obligations and bad feelings circulating, 
we thought it best to get Warren's side 
of the story. What Reid told us was 
more than just a tale of changing 
loyalties, because it provided us with a 
better insight into the relationship be- 
tween the factory and its riders. 
Why did you decide to leave Honda? 
Let me say right away that I never had 
any problems with Honda management 
in all the years I was there. Things 
were always really good with them. 

But every fall they would say they 
were coming out with new bikes for the 
next year and they would be very good. 
But by the time we got them it would 
be too late to test for the Nationals or 
any of the big races and they wouldn't 
be quite good enough. We'd work really 
hard on them but by the time we got 
them right it would be the end of the 
season. 

Why did you decide on Kawasaki? 
Well the Kawasakis seemed pretty nice. 
"They had most of the development 


work done and they were running really 
fast and things over there looked good. 
When did you first make the decision 
to ride for Kawasaki? 

I went to talk to Kawasaki back in 
September and they showed an interest 
in me. I said I didn't just want to ride 
125s and they said they would check 
on the 250cc or Open class for me. 
During the entire Trans-USA I didn't 
hear from them so I figured they 
weren't interested enough. 

So you began negotiations at Honda... 
After the Trans-USA Honda had me 
come in and talk about signing a con- 
tract. I went, and everything sounded 
pretty good and the money was right. 
They have five parts to their contract 
and I signed three of them and we 
were going to work out the details on 
the other two. 

So I went home and guess who calls? 
Steve Johnson, the team manager from 
Kawasaki and he said they'd like to 
work something out. He asked me if I 
had signed with Honda and I told him 
I was pretty much committed but I 
didn't mention that I had signed three 
parts of the contract. Johnson said to 
think it over during the weekend. 


What made you change your mind 
about Honda? 

Well Johnson told me everything they 
had to offer and it was a pretty good 
deal and I thought they were more 
stable than the offers from Honda. 
They said their new bikes would be 
ready by December and it didn't really 
need much development — already a 


proven winner. I talked things over 
with some friends and other people 
and weighed all the decisions. 

I called Johnson back and said that I 
would like to sign with Kawasaki but I 
already signed three parts of the Honda 
contact. I didn't know if I could cancel 
the contract before it started or go to 
court or something. 


So you went to Honda to talk? 

Yeah I called up Gunnar (Lindstrom, 
Honda's Team manager) and he said 
to come in and talk. I told him every- 
thing and he was pretty mad. He 
couldn't figure out why I wanted to 
leave and he thought it was pretty bad 
to partially sign with them and then 
try to get out of it. 

I really could see his point and I felt 
bad but I figured I had to look out for 
myself. I knew I was taking a chance 
on bowing out on something I said I 
would do and making myself look bad, 
but I thought it was best. 

I figured if for three years I had 
failed to come through with any good 
results they wouldn't have hesitated to 
fire me. There wouldn't be any loyalty 
from them because they had to look at 
it as a company and I figure I have to 
look at myself as a company, too. They 
gave me a good start and got me going 
as a Pro, but the bikes were never right 
and I have to look out for my career. 


At the Anaheim Stadium race there 
was some confusion over who you 
were riding for. 

Naturally Kawasaki wanted me to ride 
for them but I wanted to finish out the 





season riding for Honda..1 just wanted. - 


the same bike I had been riding in 
Supercross all year, my good bike, and 
the supplies and parts I needed. Honda 
said no, they wouldn't give me anything 
because of what happened and they 
didn't even want me to ride the race. 

I asked why wouldn't they just 
release me from the contract. Honda 
said I had to honor my contract till the 
end of the year but I couldn't ride 
Anaheim because when I signed last 
year it wasn't in the contract for them 
to supply me with bikes for Anaheim. I 
don't even think they wanted to hire 
me for '79 'cause they had different 
management when I signed, and the 
only reason they kept me on was be- 
cause I won the Trans-AMA Support 
class and they were paying me such a 
small salary they could get by cheap. 
What bike did you finally ride at 
Anaheim? 

My practice bike. It had about the 
same frame as the stadium bikes but it 
was pretty thrashed. I called up Cliff 
Lett from Toomey Racing and asked 
him if he would help me work on my 
bike and make it a little faster. One of 
the guys at Kawasaki lent me some 
KYB shocks he had built but they 
didn't work right and I wound up 
using the stock shocks. 

Are there hard feelings between you 
and Honda? 

Not between me and (race director) 
Dennis McKay because I think he 
understands why I changed but I know 
he's kinda disappointed in the way it 
had to happen. But he knows I was 
having trouble with the bikes and I 
just wanted to race and not have to 
worry about the bikes. 

I don't know how the people higher 

up at Honda feel but they threatened 
to sue me if I rode the Superbikers at 
Carlsbad, and somebody told the L.A. 
Times that I had been dropped and 
that kinda bothers me. I'm not really 
mad at them but I didn't get paid for 
November and that's one of the reasons 
I rode the Superbikers. My contract 
said I would be paid ten thousand 
dollars for the year and I was supposed 
to get it in regular payments. Maybe 
the payment is late but it's never been 
this late before. (Rezd received the 
money after this interview was con- 
ducted... Editor.) 
What happened at the Superbikers? 
Well I really wanted to ride the Kawa- 
saki and start racing on it to feel what 
it's like in competition. Honda came to 
me and said they would sue if I rode 
the race on a Kawasaki but I figured I 
wasn't paid for the whole year and I 
was only contracted to Honda to ride 
the 125s. Besides, it says in the 
contracts that when they ask for the 
bikes back it's a notification that you're 
done with your job. 

Anyway I'm glad I rode the Super- 
bikers — the Kawasakis were really fast 
and it was kinda fun riding on the 
pavement. I really wanted to win but I 
just ran out of tread when I pitched 
the bike sideways trying to pass Hower- 
ton. After I fell I was trying to get back 
in the race and everyone was pulling 
me off the track and being all con- 
cerned. I didn't really get hurt except 
my tailbone hurt for a couple days. 


What do you think will be some of 
the differences in 1980 with Kawa- 
saki? 
Well the Kawasakis are working pretty 
well right now and we won't have to do 
much but just get everything dialed in 
and set up right. Maybe test some new 
tires and small stuff like that. Those 
guys at Honda are going to be doing a 
lot of work to develop them all year. 
Honda is always working on big stuff 
like complete shock absorbers, frame 
geometry and other major things. 

Last year we would get the bikes 
maybe a week before we had to be 
someplace like Ohio. We'd drive all

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, APR. 5 
After the dust cleared and the 
tempers calmed, the Mojave/ 
Palmdale team of Bob Balentine 
and Terry Clark were declared 
the official winners of the Easter Satur- 
day team race hosted by the View- 
finders M.C. Because of an error in 
judgement made earlier in the race by 
Chuck Miller who had teamed up with 
Bruce Ogilvie in the 250cc class, the 
sponsoring club was faced with a deci- 
sion at the end of the race as to whether 
the overall winners of the race, the 
Ogilvie/Miller team, should be dis- 
qualified or not.

The team of Randy Brown and Eldin 
Prine was fifth. First Ironman rider, 
Dan Ashcraft, was next followed by 
another Ironman, Bill Saltzman. 
Howard McCasland (who had teamed 
with Ed Zarp), was in the eighth spot 
followed by the Chris Austin/Chuck 
Stearns team and Ironman Lee 
Scheffers. 

First gal through was Trudy Beck 
who was riding as Ironlady. 

The first four Novices came into 
first check quite close together and 
were led by the Murray Kapke/Steve 
Padilla team. Following were the Paul 
Baxter/P. Palmer team, the Rod 
Hawkins/Ken Hansing team, and the 
Mike Wolinger/Gary Wilson team. 

The first Beginner team of George 
Travieso/Jim Pinkerton had a nice 
lead over the rest of the Beginners. 
The next Beginner team through 
check one was Scott Fisk/Don Bonar 
followed by Mike Ponn/Andy Dale 
and Brian Meyette/Harold Waterfield. 

Off the first 28 mile loop Balentine 
had moved into the first spot and had 
a short lead built up. Clark took over 
and headed out through home check, 
up over the hill and then hung a left 
down the whoop-dees back to the start 
area and out to the bomb. As Clark

bomb he saw a whisp of dust ahead of 
him. “How can this be?” he thought to 
himself. As he got into a narrow wash 
he could see that it was Miller ahead of 
him. 

Ogilvie had come into the pits in the 
second spot and had turned the 
bandolier over to his partner. Miller 
headed through home check, and 
then, in his effort to catch the leader, 
did not realize that the course went up 
over the hill before it headed back past 
the start area and to the bomb. In- 
stead he skirted the bottom of the hills 
and headed right for the bomb. 

Mulconery was the next through 
home check, followed by Ashcraft, the 
Braun/Prine team, Saltzman, the 
Austin/Stearns team and Ed Zarp of 
the McCasland/Zarp team. Zarp had 
seen Miller’s dust, and so he too made 
the mistake of going around the bot- 
tom of the mountain to the start area. 

The C bike team of Cliff Thomas 
and Kevin Hopkins had now moved 
into the top 10. 

Novice Ironman Rick Sowma had 
moved through the ranks from eighth 
Novice at the first check, to the Novice 
lead which he had extended to a re- 
spectable length.

the way back and then try and find a 
place to test them and that's not always 
easy. My mechanic at Honda, Brian 
(Lunnis) was putting in 14-hour days 
trying to make the bikes work and he 
was just dragging by the end of the 
series. 

How is your new contract with 
Kawasaki? 

I'll be riding the 250cc Nationals and 
all the Supercross races plus the Inter- 
national class at the Trans-USA. I 
haven’t talked to them about some 
other big races I want to ride, like 
Mammoth, but I hope to. Honda 
actually offered me more money than 
Kawasaki but I just don’t want to mess 
with new bikes again. 

Do you feel any different about the 
Kawasaki Team? 

By the end of last year it seemed that 
the whole Honda team had just about 
broken up. Everybody was getting 
ready to do something else or go some- 
where else. 

At Kawasaki everyone is more casual, 
things are more relaxed, the whole 
team seems more close knit and every- 
one gets along. 

Will 1980 be a good one for you? 
Yeah I think so. I’m feeling pretty 
good about my riding and I seem to do 
really good against the guys on 250cc 
and Open bikes. Now I can even get a 
bad start and still move up through 
the pack although lately I’ve been 
getting good starts and I want to carry 
that over to the new year. Now that 
I've gotten a holeshot I feel more con- 
fident at the start and I guess I con- 
centrate better. 
You had a pretty tough time in last 
year’s 125cc Nationals but still fin- 
ished fourth. 
I guess I was pretty consistent in my 
finishes but we had a lot of problems 
the first part of the series. I had some 
DNFs like when my gearbox locked up 
going into the first turn and everyone 
thought I was in a big crash. The 
second half of the season was better 
"cause the bikes were better and I 
managed to finish fourth in the series. 
The competition was really tough, 
especially from Glover and Barnett 
and almost as much from Myerscough 
and Ward. Myerscough and Ward can 
go just as fast but they don't know 
about winning the way Barnett and 
Glover do. I'm finally getting to know 
what it takes. 
You seem to do better at Supercross 
than most 125cc riders. 
I like the stadium races. I got a second 
at Anaheim, third at Seattle, and a 
fourth at New Orleans. It's a sprint 
race, you know. You can't cruise, you 
just have to go wide open all the time. 
On outdoor tracks you are always think-

The hot, dry, windy weather was 
more suited to camel racing Fri- 
day night, and spectators would 
have been more comfortably 
dressed like Lawrence of Arabia to 
keep the grit out, but the racing sure 
got flashy with lots of nice rooster tails 
in the air. ' 

With so many on the way to Sacra- 
mento, Juniors and Experts ran to- 
gether, and fastest time trialer was 
classy Junior Rich Arnaiz at 23.21 with 
Expert Bob Sanders second, 23.45. 

Arnaiz was being chased home in 
the first heat when he fell in the north 
turn, sliding down with his bike. Danny 
Perkins, who had been in fourth and 
moving past Bob Cunnington, came 
stomping up past second place Steve 
Polson and took the win. 

Bob Sanders got away first in the 
second heat but three riders fell in the 
north turn and out came the flag. 
On the restart away went Sanders 
again, with Charlie Summers and 
David Ryan behind. Sanders was 
mounted on one of Sal Acosta's super 
Triumphs and Summers is command- 
ing a Norton this year and Nortons for 
some strange reason handle great on 
dry surfaces. Summers and Sanders 
swapped first and second around for a 
while before Charlie had enough and 
got in front to stay. They looked like 
they were going fast but their time of 
2:06.29 was slower than the 250cc 
Novice riders! 

Steve Oort was riding high, wide 
and beautiful in the third heat, throw- 
ing up rooster tails but unable to get 
first place away from Marty Halkola. 
Mike Minnig was in third but we'd been 
watching Junior Steve Karsten coming 
up by people and Minnig almost lost 
his third to him. 

The last heat had Ben Zakarian and 
Jeff Allison off the line and into turn 
one first but right with them was 
Arlette Smith, holding her own and in 
second place coming down the front 
chute. Allison built himself up a nice 
lead but the stands were all watching 
Arlette. Finally John Burnett got by, 
as did Rich Volk, but Smith hung on 
in there in full control of her big 
Harley but in the north turn she lost 
another place right at the end to 
Zakarian, and the rundown was Allison, 
Burnett, Rich Volk, Zakarian and 
Smith. 

We all wondered if the semi was a 
portent of things to come as Randy 





Patterson and his 500cc Yamaha flat 
ran off with it as bigger twins skated 
around the various lines behind him, 
all in clouds of dirt. Second through 
fourth was fought over by Volk, 
Zakarian, Minnig and Cunnington. For 
a while it looked like Rich would be 
the last man into the main, as he hung 
onto second in the shuffle, but Minnig 
ended up with it. 


The start of the main was wooley; 
the constant wind had spooked just 
about everyone. Charlie Summers took 
the lead ahead of Sanders who soon 
had his hands full with Steve Oort. 
They went like that for a while, then 
Marty - Halkola got by. Oort but 
Sanders was running hard on that 
super Triumph and catching Summers. 
He finally got him in the south turn 
but coming up fast through the skid- 
ding pack was Danny Perkins and sud- 
denly there was Danny tucking into 
third spot. Summers slid out a bit 
too wide and Perkins was now second 
and after Sanders, passing him down 
the back straight. 


Once Perkins was in front that was 
it, and Summers faded a bit and 
Halkola and Oort moved on by but the 
race wasn’t over by a long shot. 

Halkola and Oort both got Sanders, 
but Bob came flying back down low in 
the north turn and got Oort, and the 
move was copied exactly by Summers. 
Out front Perkins was happily pulling 
away a bit, then came Halkola, Sand- 
ers, Summers, Oort, Steve Patterson 
and in seventh the rider who had looked 
so good in the semi on the 500 single, 
Randy Patterson, and it was all over. 

Speaking of singles, American Hon- 
da has put up the purse and there will 
be an invitational for 500cc four-strokes 
at the May 10 Ascot half mile National. 


In the Novice division first heat the 
point leader Tommy Walton had the 
brief lead until something in his 
carburetor came loose (the bit was up- 
side down, believe it or not) and an- 
other hot Novice, Freddie Winters, 
was also out before the end. The win- 
ner was Mearl Bennett, who ended up 
in the lead rather late over Ross Klatt 
and Pat Seigle. Seigle had kept the 
lead for quite a while until Bennett 
and Klatt decided to move on by. 

Second heat went to smooth Rob 
Pfetzing who was never passed. That 
heat started with complete anarchy on 
the line and four riders going to the 
third row. Bobby Garrison fell in be- 
hind Pfetzing and here came Mike 
Hale, who's tied for sixth in the points. 
He went very fast but still ended third, 
while Pfetzing turned in the very fastest 
of the three Novice heats, a 2:04.04. 

Bill Scott and Chris Cannon did 
battle for the heat three lead and the 
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clang of handlebars sounded more 
than once, with Cannon trying super 
hard to get around Scott, especially 
one time when he went to the inside 
and then came skating out... Wheee. 

Last heat had Charles “Bud” Carroll 
coming out of the start on top with Jeff 
Johnson in hot pursuit. They came out 
of the north turn side by side, and 
things got a little bumpy there in the 
south turn and the handlebar clangs 
were sounding again. Bud left the 
door open a bit and Johnson went 
through for the lead. Carroll kept 
second over Ben Meyer. 

For the semi Charles Montgomery 
just took off first, leaving Mike Hale to 
make his way up to second and final 
transfer spot ahead of Don Remp and 
Mike Bird. 

Bobby Garrison shot off first in the 
main, but Chris Cannon fell head first 
over his handlebars exiting turn two 
and slid for a while on his chest. He 
was up and OK to restart though, and 
again it was Garrison out in front, 
then three abreast coming through the 
north turn were Mearl Bennett, Rob 
Pfetzing and Jeff Johnson, and the 
race was on. 

Garrison was comfortably out in 
first but Pfetzing passed Mike Hale 
and then the two of them got Bennett. 
Around they all went again and Chris 
Cannon was now up and into fourth 
spot. Suddenly Garrison's hand flew 
up going into the south turn, and al- 
though everyone had it full on they all 
missed him as his bike slowed with 
mechanical ills. Now it was Hale out 
front, then Cannon who'd kept his 
charge going, Pfetzing and Johnson.

King, Blose top 
Arizona 
Championship 
round

PHOENIX, AZ, APR. 6 

The third race in the Arizona 
State Championship Series at 
Canyon Raceway attracted racers 
from far away places with a 
$2500 Pro purse up for grabs. 


Kawasaki's Chappy Blose took his 
old KX125 out of mothballs and 
proceeded to show the local boys the 
shortest way around the track in the 
first 125cc Pro moto, but not without 
some anxious moments. He had to 
contend with Southwest Yamaha- 
sponsored Drey Dircks, and Honda 
House-sponsored Bob Blose off the 
line. Chappy passed brother Bob on 
the third lap going into the S turns, 
then set his sights on Dircks. By the 
fifth lap he had caught the flying 
Yamaha, and passed him several laps 
later when Dircks slid high in the short 
sweeper. Halfway into the 30: minute 
moto, Dircks slowed with a flat tire. 
Bob Blose moved his Honda, into 
second, with Tucson’s David King 
following. through in third, and 
Yamaha riders Bobby Belluzzi and 











Tibbs McCullough in fourth and 
fifth. 

The second moto was a real thriller 
right to the checkered flag when 
McCullough got the jump into the first 
turn ahead of Dave Crawford (Moto-X 
Fox Yamaha) and Chappy Blose. 
Crawford took over the lead when 
McCullough fell on the first lap. With 
Chappy tacked to Crawford's back 
wheel, the race got tight as King 
moved in close for third and Bob Blose 
joined the battle in fourth. It was a 
four-bike race for the lead when 
Chappy suddenly pulled over with bike 
trouble on the third lap. The battle for 
first continued lap after lap with no 
one giving an inch till a cleverly 
planned and executed brake job put 
both King and Bob Blose down in the 
S turns. King recovered first, main- 
taining his second place position and 
Blose held on to third with Dircks 
and McCullough following through in 
fourth and fifth. King and Bob Blose 
tied for first place points with King's 3- 
2 finishes and  Bloses 2-3. 
McCullough, David Robinson, and 
Jon Deremo rounded out the top five 
overall positions. 

The “Flying Chicano” from Tucson, 
Carlos Serrano, aboard his Moto-X 
Fox-sponsored Honda saw daylight 
first in the first 250cc Pro moto with 
Gary Dircks aboard his Southwest 
Cycle Sales-sponsored Husky on his 
tail. Serrano slipped in the S turns and 
Dircks took over the lead and laid an 
undisputed claim to first place while 
the battle was in the pack with 
Kawasaki's Chappy Blose pushing his 
way into third. Blose got under 
Serrano in the short sweeper, moving 
into second, but slid down in the next 
turn giving second right back to 
Serrano. Blose recovered in fifth as 
Maico-mounted -Brian Hayes and 
Yamaha-mounted Ron Watmore both 
got by. Two laps later Hayes fell and 
while both Watmore and Blose were 
held up in the crash, Tim Richardson 
aboard a Nolan Action Cycle-sponsored 
SWM, squeezed by into third. Blose 
recovered in fourth. Then all positions 
held firm to the checkered flag. 

The second moto was almost a 
carbon copy of the first moto off the 
line with Serrano taking control until 
he got to the S turns where he fell 
again, leaving Watmore in the lead 
and Blose second. Hayes took over 
third. Positions were changing fast in 
the next few laps when Watmore fell 
moving Blose into a solid first and 
Hayes up to second. Serrano had 
recovered from his first lap spill and 
was pushing hard, moving up through 
the pack into fourth behind Watmore, 
who was also trying to move again after 
his crash. Both riders passed Hayes 
simultaneously, moving into second 
and third. When the checkers waved it 
was Blose first, Watmore second, 
Serrano third, Hayes fourth and 
Perkins fifth. Blose laid claim to the 
first overall, followed by Serrano, 
Watmore, Gary Dircks and Richard- 
son. 

Randy Sargunt on a Vesco Yamaha 
came out of the first turn in the lead in 
the first moto of the Open Pro class 
with Yamaha-mounted Jim Riggle in 
second, El Paso rider Maby McIntyre 
on a mean green machine in third and 
Husky rider Gary Dircks pushing hard 
in fourth. Riggle squeezed his Yamaha 
into the lead through the S turns, as 
McIntyre decided to take soil samples, 
moving everyone up a position. Dircks 
moved in to press Riggle for the lead, 
taking it on lap four. David King 
(Yam) was moving up into the action, 
taking over third. McIntyre was back 
up blitzing his way through traffic and 
halfway into the moto pushed into 
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fourth. Dircks sidelined his Husky with 
apparent bike trouble a lap later and 
Riggle regained the lead, but not for 
long. King and McIntyre were putting 
the pressure on as they closed in on the 
leader. In just a lap it was a three way 
battle when Riggle dropped his 
Yamaha in the S turns, giving King 
the lead. King started to stretch out his 
lead and looked like a cinch for the 
win, but Lady Luck was not on his side 
as he started to slow two laps from the 
checkered flag with bike problems. 
McIntyre took over first and King 
limped to the flag still hanging on to 
second with Sargunt third and Riggle 
fourth. 

The second moto was fairly 
uneventful as Dircks took the lead off 
the line and never looked back. King 
moved up from a poor start and took 
over second, but was sidelined again 
with bike problems. Riggle moved into 
claim second spot with Sargunt 
following in third and McIntyre 
fourth. The overall order was McIntyre, 
Dircks, Riggle and Sargunt. 


Gibson doubles at

Running in the fourth through sixth 
positions were Tamietti, Kawasaki rid- 
er Curt McCuistion and Robert Rei- 
singer, also mounted on a lime-green 
Trak'er. As Reisinger and McCuistion 
mixed it up and Reisinger nearly 
bailed coming to the inside line past 
the finish on lap two, Gary Ogden 
began his charge up from a bad start 
and danced his Husky past both Mc 
Cuistion and Reisinger on the next go 
‘round. 

By lap four Gibson was running safe- 
ly out front with a 12-second lead but 
the battle for the runner-up spot was 
just getting heated. Maloney worked 
his way past Lunde as Tamietti closed 
in on Lunde's tail under pressure from 
Ogden. Suddenly Lunde began to de- 
velop mechanical problems and 
Tamietti and Ogden were past in a 
flash. Lunde continued to fade and 
Reisinger slipped into fifth with Steve 
Martin moving his YZ into sixth. 

Ogden and Tamietti duked it out 
for a couple of laps before Ogden 
found a route past the savvy Tamietti. 
Ogden continued his charge as he flew 
past Maloney and took over second 
then promptly tangled with a lapped 
rider and went down. Riesinger had 
gotten on the gas as the moto neared 
the final laps and closed in on Tamietti 
but before a real duel could develop 
Tamietti threw his chain. At the check- 
ers it was Gibson all alone out front 
with Reisinger passing Maloney for 
second as Ogden remounted to charge 
past Maloney also and take third.

Gibson holeshot moto two but 
Tamietti took the lead away on the 
downhill as Steve Banning moved his 
Kawasaki into third.

Tamietti 
kept the throttle southbound and 
twisted and really made Gibson work 
to hold onto the lead but at the finish 
once again Gibson was the winner fol- 
lowed by Tamietti, Ogden, Maloney 
and Reisinger.

After a long streak of crashes and 
bad luck, Yamaha of Redlands 
rider Danny Burtt fought his way 
back into the winner's circle at 
DeAnza Cycle Park. 


The first half of the first 250cc Pro 
round didn’t go too well for Burtt. He 
got a so-so start while Mark Barnes 
and his Barnes Yamaha jumped into 
the lead. Then on the second lap Burtt 
was passed by Jim Lowe and Frank 
Fitzgerald but after that all three riders 
started moving up through the pack. 
On lap four Barnes lost his chain, 
moving Clint Carman (Yam) into the 
lead while the Lowe/Fitzgerald/Burtt 
trio moved into third through sixth 
behind Fred Combs of Pomona Valley 
Kawasaki. Very little changed in the 
next few laps, then Burtt suddenly got 
a second wind and repassed both Fitz- 





gerald and Lowe to hold down third 
throughout the rest of the moto. Car- 
man finished with a strong lead on 
Combs who was safely in front of Burtt. 


In the next round it was Carman on 
top in the early laps, but a crash 
dropped him out of the race and let 
Burtt into the lead. From there on in it 
was Burtt pulling away. Greg Zitterkopf 
(Mai), who ran into trouble in round 
one and could only manage a sixth, 
held onto second throughout the race 
while Lowe and Fitzgerald mixed it up 
for third. In the end Lowe was firmly 
in control of the position while Fitz- 
gerald eventually dropped back to sixth 
behind Burtt, Zitterkopf, Lowe, Combs, 
and Chris Tarvin (Hon). Overall it 
was Burtt, Combs and Lowe. 


In the Open Pro class it was Eddie 
Michetti on top with a brand new Can- 
Am 400. The first moto went to Keith

In fact the first 250cc Pro race 
looked like a return to the old days as 
friends Gibson and Gillman diced for 
the lead most of the moto and kept the 
spectators on their feet. Gillman’s late 
race drive would have put away most 
riders but Gibson fought back, re- 
gained the lead and went on to finish 
first. Gillman followed in second while 
Robert Reisinger piloted his Kawasaki 
up to third ahead of Yamaha-mounted 
Steve Martin.

back-to-back moto wins in a tradition- 
ally tough field of competitors. Follow- 
ing the Hoover dust cloud across the 
finish line was Yamaha-mounted Bill 
Harry with two fine second place rides.

Heavy rain that caused flooding in many parts of the Southeast forced 
postponement of Sunday’s AMA Superbike Championship round at 
Alabama International Motor Speedway. A restructured race program 
was run off on Monday, and it was Team Kawasaki's Eddie Lawson 
and David Aldana finishing 1-2 ahead of Yoshimura Suzuki-mounted 
Wes Cooley and Team Honda's Ron Pierce and Roberto Pietri in the 
10-lap, 40-mile final. 

The Superbike program was originally scheduled to be run under an 
Olympic scoring system that would see the riders split into three 
groups with each group facing one another in three heat races with a 
final bonus race, not counting for Superbike Championship points, 
being run as a finale. The riders didn't care for that system, and a 
meeting with AMA officials brought about a money-paying qualifying 
race and a final race for Monday's program with only the final event 
paying championship points. 

Honda team manager Steve McLaughlin and teammate Freddie 
Spencer both DNF. McLaughlin's Honda suffered clutch failure, while 
Spencer was forced to retire with tire failure. 

Only 19 riders participated in the Superbike program. 

Craig Morris finished first in the supporting Lightweight Profes- 
sional race ahead of Nobuhiro Nakamura and Ricky Ritch. All three 
were Yamaha mounted.

The three are non-employees of the 
AMA, and their decision will deter- 
mine the final outcome of protest. 


Jeff Haney's Daytona protest was also 
denied by AMA Commissioner of Pro- 
fessional Racing Mike DiPrete, but 
Haney did not take his case to final 
appeal.

Lawson runs away 
with Sears Point 
AFM RR opener

SONOMA, CA, MAR. 30 

Eddie Lawson returned to Sears 
Point and won the 250cc GP race 
in a convincing manner over a 
talent-laden field. Racing through 


a brisk wind that had raised storm 
warnings over San Francisco Bay, Law- 
son got off to a slow start in the season's 
opener. "I was:waiting on the (starting) 
line. The one-minute sign went side- 
ways (indicating a green flag at any 
time) and the flag dropped right away. 
I was in neutral, so I slammed it into 
gear and took off." It took the Ontario, 
CA resident two laps to pass teammate 
Gennady Liubimsky. 

With the K. T. Engineering (former- 
ly Harry Hunt) team out in front by 
themselves, attention shifted to the 
battle for the third through fifth places. 





Glen Shoper (Shoei/PJ1/Farmhouse 
Rest. TZ250) got off to his usual fine 
start only to yield third place to Fred 
Winters — last year's AFM Number 
One — due to handling woes. "Some- 
thing feels like it's broken. The wind and 
handling were real problems — at first 
I thought I had a flat tire." Shopher 
finished in fourth position after hold- 
ing off a much-improved Dwayne 
Chung (Berkeley Yamaha TZ250). 

The Box Stock race offered a clue as 
to the best economy racer this season. 
Frank Mazur finally abandoned his 
10-year-old Honda CB750 and climbed 
aboard the Bob Karol/Hayward Kawa- 
saki KZ750. Frank, an ebullient 5'2", 
120 lb. charger, started his 750 in the 
second of four waves, 10 seconds behind 
the Open class in the Box Stock start. 
Three laps later he had shaken Tom 
Lee, Steve Epstein's former tuner who 
now rides his own KZ1000, and then 
passed Jim Kinne (Moto Guzzi 850 Le 
Mans) to take the lead that he never 
relinquished. 

Mazur was flabbergasted with the 
performance of the Kaw after the 
race. "Ulrich wasn't kidding when he 
said these things were fast," said 





Frank, referring to the Cycle World 
editor. It will be interesting to see how 
Frank fares against the lions of the Box 
Stock class, Whit Blakeslee and Lee 
Fleming of Champion Cycles in Costa 
Mesa. 


The 125cc GP class featured the 
new watercooled Yamaha and Honda 
machinery, but it was Jeff Leggitt 
(R&J Honda MT125R) on his air- 
cooled single that led the way to the 
checkered. Jeff was pursued.by Bill 
Mullins (Concord Yamaha TZ125) the 
entire race, but Bill couldn't pull it 
off. “I almost took Jeff in Turn Seven. 
He looked over his right shoulder and I 
was on his left side. I kinda surprised 
him, 'cause after he saw me he took 
off." 


Terry McDonald (Honda 125) 
finished in third and Greg Goodman 
(Honda RSC125) got by fellow Sacra- 
mento resident Rob Stabile (Honda 
RSC125) for fourth. Stabile, incident- 
ally, was the 1979 AFM 250cc Pro- 
duction champ. 


Open Superstreet featured Kerry 
Bryant (Goodyear Kaw Z-1) who domi- 
nated the race. But Bryant's bike, an 








AMA Superbike-configurated Z-l, is 
illegal for the Superstreet class accord- 
ing to 1980 AFM rules (all Superbikes 
must run in the GP classes). That re- 
sulted in first place awarded to Vance 
Breese on the Sputhe Engineering 
Harley-Davidson. "We Harley people 
talk in terms of cubic inches, not cc's," 
stated Vance who formerly had ridden 
Moto Guzzis and Nortons. “It’s 78.8 
cubic inches.” That translates to about 
1291cc's for the sake of comparison. 

While Kerry was being disqualified 
and Vaüce was motoring away, Brad 
Taylor (NorCal GS1000 Suz) and 
Michael McLoughlin (Kaw KZ1000) 
were hotly contesting second and third 
slots. Taylor waited until the final lap 
to pass McLoughlin whom he had fol- 
lowed the entire race. Brad then kept 
the more powerful bike behind him to 
the finish line. 

In other action, Euromart’s Paul 
Ritter (Duc 750) easily took the 750cc 
Production class. Lawson won the 
500cc GP race but was penalized one 
lap for jumping the gun and Dan Spisak 
(Berkeley Yam TZ350) was awarded 
first place. Dale Alexander (Palo Alto 
Yamaha RD) won the 430cc Produc- 
tion battle, and Marc Salvisberg (Karl's 
Motors Can-Am 125) took the Feather- 
weight win. Rich Oliver, last year's 
young terror on his box-stock Kaw 
KZ650, has acquired Gordy Seim's Kaw 
KZ1000. Oliver finished fourth in the 
Open Superstreet class. The Essaff/ 
Harrold team took the Sidecar race. 

The next race, first AFM points 
contest of the year at Sears Point, will 
be on April 20.

Sparkplug Enduro

Steve Church on his new YZ465 
dropped only two points to best 
the 240 riders entered in the 
Sparkplug Enduro, second event 
on the Northwest Motorcycle Associa- 
tion-Trail Division schedule. Only three 
points separated the top 13 finishers at 
the end of the well-timed 64-mile 
course. Excellent tight woods trails — 
around and under rhododendron, 
through thick, low salal so dense one 
could hardly find the tail and through 
young tree farms with just enough 
road sections to help make up a little 
time — made for a good day’s ride on 
13 and 14 mph averages. 

Two clubs dominated the top 
places. Mt. Baker M.C. with a large

The other strong show- 
ing was the Bell’s Angeles M.C. who 
came with four riders and placed three 
in the top 11. 

Although well-marked, early event 
jitters claimed many riders in the first 
few miles and many were back at the 
start after only a few minutes had 
passed. Because of the tight trails, the 
organizing club, the Bremerton 
Cruisers, tried a new approach to start 
times. They ran eight minutes of four 
riders to a minute, then a space of four 
empty minutes. This, coupled with the 
willingness of the slower riders to allow 
faster riders to pass, prevented bottle- 
necks in the tight woods sections. 

The final check had all the good 
riders checking through six minutes 
late. Upon investigation of the prob- 
lem, it was discovered that although 
timed for a 15 mph average, it was 
posted as a 13 mph average. Rather 
than adjust the scores to reflect the 13 
mph average, the check was thrown out. 

As at the Coyote event a week earlier, 
new young riders rode and timed their 
way to the top spots. My guess is that 
names like Dana Johnson, Wayne 
Keezer and Dave Jones will be right up 
there with Oyler, Bethards, Church 
and Brown when the season is over.

This was the last race 
before they go to night races. A $700 
Pro purse was up for grabs and after 
the races, there was a 45-minute moto 
with a $50 first-place prize. 


Maby McIntyre was the man to beat 


‚ ав he walked off with six motos. Scott 


Logston recovered from a bad day 
riding in three classes to win the 45- 
minute moto. 


As the 250cc Pros left the line for 
the first moto, Logston (Yam) locked 
bars with Maby (Kaw) and Shaun 
Perrero (Yam) causing him to go down 
hard before he got five feet from the 
gate. The officials called a restrart. 
On the restart, Mike Haynes (Yam) led 
the pack around the first turn. Maby 
and Scott were back in the rear of the 
pack moving up. As Logston moved 
into fourth, he went down in a turn. 
Something seemed to be bothering 
him as he got up and rode straight to 
the pits. McIntyre worked his way up 
to Haynes and tried a wild pass over 
the large whoop-de-doos with both 
riders colliding in the air. Haynes 
recovered and held his lead. On the 
next lap, McIntyre found a way 
around and went on to win. Haynes 
bent his bars in his meeting with 
McIntyre and had to slow a little. 
Perrero took advantage of this and 
went to second before the checkered. 


In the second moto, Logston and 
Perrero led the charge. Perrero tried 
to take the line from Logston over the 
jumps causing both riders to go down, 
though. McIntyre, unable to stop, 
landed on Logston’s bike, putting 
it out of commission for the rest of the 
moto. Haynes took the lead but "Bad 
Brad" Tabor (Yam) went around 
then crashed, giving Haynes the lead 
again. McIntyre couldn't be stopped, 
though, and worked up to first with 
two laps to go. Haynes held on to 
second with one of the twins, Tracy 
McIntyre, third. This is only Tracy's 
second time on a 250cc bike; he's not 
big enough, but no one has told him 
that! 

In the 45-minute, 26-bike, winner- 
take-all moto, McIntyre came from 
sixth to first and looked like a sure 
winner when his Kawasaki broke. 
Logston, who started in fifth, moved 
up to second just before the halfway 
mark. Then he set out after Perrero 
who was leading. Just when Scott 
caught Shaun, he ran into a downed 
rider, loosing a lot of time. Scott got 
going again and with two laps to go, 
took over the lead and went on to win. 
Shaun came in second, a lap ahead of 
Haynes in third.

Humble and 
Stephenson reign 
at CRRC RR

The first half of the two-day 
CRRC road race extravaganza at 
Texas World Speedway, the first 
of 10 such affairs scheduled in 


1980 at three different tracks, came 
off without a hitch. Twenty-six teams 
participated in the Four Hour Endur- 
ance Race held Saturday afternoon. 
The event was held under beautiful 
skies on the fast TWS three-mile road 
course. The overall winner was the 
team of Paul Stephenson, Dan Morri- 
son and Dave Robinson. This veteran 
endurance trio raced a spanking new 
(only 40 miles on the odometer) Suzuki 
GS 750ET 16-valver and completed 
108 laps for a distance of 324 miles 
and an average speed of 81 mph. But 
while everything was just peachy for 
the Endurance race, the $0-mile 
sprints on Sunday were the scene of 
quite a few dampened spirits. 

Rain descended upon the speedway 
early Sunday morning with a cold, wet 
grip that didn’t turn loose until late 
afternoon. And while CRRC road 
racing is rain or shine, more than a 
few competitors were caught with their 
Goodyear slicks down. A greasy, slip- 
pery 30-degree banking is bad enough; 
but trying to negotiate through an 
infield that has more water holes than 
a sponge proved more of a risk than 
many riders were willing to challenge. 
So a smaller than expected bunch of 
die-hards lined up for the class 
features and not surprisingly, lap times 
set today were no threat to the track 
records. 

Luckily for Hugh Humble and the 
rest of the Formula I/Open GP pilots, 
the rain had stopped and the track 
had dried in plenty of time for their 
30-miler late in the day. Hugh came 
up from Houston with his John Klaus- 
tuned, Bimoto-framed, Lubri-Lon- 
sponsored Kawasaki for some high 
speed tuning as a follow up to the 
team’s last engagement in the Daytona 
200. The plan was just to try out some 
different cams, but with a dry track 
there just seemed to be no reason not 
to unwind the big dude. 

Despite no practicing, Humble 
seemed right at home as he immedi- 





ately took the lead over Bobby Goodin 
on a Ducati and Kevin Brunson and 
Steve Darley on TZ 250 Yamahas as 
the pack completed the first lap. By 
the sixth lap Humble’s Kawasaki was 
eight seconds ahead of a tight draft for 
second that involved the TZ aces 
Darley and Brunson. On the seventh 
lap, Humble set the fastest lap of the 
day at one minute, 57.6 seconds and in 
the process enlarged his lead over his 
pursuers. 

Darley and Brunson had long given 
up on catching Humble and instead 
concentrated on how to set up each 
other for a slingshot pass at the finish. 
Kevin must have had a better plan be- 
cause he followed Steve down the front 
straight on the final lap and nipped 
him at the flag by three feet. Bobby 
Goodin finished fourth and Dan Reed 
on another Ducati was fifth. For the 
Lubri-Lon team things had worked 
out rather well. Humble earned his first 
win of the season and much informa- 
tion about the Bimota Kawasaki was 
learned that will help John Klause 
prepare for a year of CRRC and AMA 
Formula One racing. 


Earlier in the day, Darley and 
Brunson had squared off against each 
other in rounds one and two. Both 
have just returned from successful 
` ventures at Daytona and were feeling 
their oats. The Formula Three/250 
GP race was run on a still slick. track 
but Darley managed to wiggle his Jerry 
Ehlers-tuned TZ into the lead as 
Brunson struggled with a fouled plug 
for two laps. By the time Kevin's A.A. 
Harper Yamaha kicked in the other 
cylinder, Darley was 25 seconds ahead. 
Youngster Kevin, the fourth place fin- 
isher in the Daytona Novice race, closed 
within 10 seconds of Darley towards 
the end but ran out of time. William 
Harding on an erratic running 400cc 
Honda took third over Bill Syfan on a 
faired Can-Am. 

Brunson lined up for another shot at 
Darley in the Formula Three/500 GP 
final but didn’t have much luck. Once 
again Steve blasted away from the 
field and on a tackier track dropped 
his laps down to the two minute, three 
second range en route to another big 
lead, Kevin pitted on lap four and 
after two laps worth of repairs re- 
entered the race for an eventual fifth 
place. Harding and R.J. Gamble rode 
their Hondas to second and third 
ahead of Cameron Chanslor. 

In the small-bore GP classes, the 
best action was in the 200 GP class. 
Robert Byars had command of the 
race from the very beginning on his 
Suzuki but on the final lap it started to 
slow down. George Lloyd and Bill 
Syfan, who had swapped the second 
position on their modified Can-Ams, 
grabbed the opportunity of Byars' mis- 
fortune and raced to the checkered flag 
for the win. Lloyd pulled the famous 
TWS slingshot on Syfan and won as 
Byars limped across for a disappointed 
third. Keith Braud won the 125 GP 
tiddler class beating Paul Hightower 
and Joseph Macy. 

Paul Stephenson from Lake Dallas, 
the defending champion in five CRRC 
classes from 1979, only won three 
events today to kick off his 1980 
season. Paul dazzled the crowd with 
his masterful control during the Open 
Cafe class that was run in a driving 
rain. While the rest of the pack tip- 
toed around the track, Stephenson 
splashed home to victory with over a 
minute lead by the end of the contest. 
Finshing second behind Paul's Honda 
750F was Vernon Davis on another 
750F and Allan Johnson on a Honda 
CBX. Davis and Johnson dueled 
within a few feet of each other the

final three laps for what was an excel- 
lent race under miserable conditions. 
Stephenson returned with his Dave 
Rash-tuned D/FW for another victory 
in the 750 Cafe class. The track was 
still puddled when this event was 
flagged off, but Ronnie Lundsford ob- 
viously doesn’t mind the old spray in 
the face. The spray came from the 
rear tire of Stephenson’s Honda be- 
cause Ronnie was never more than 
inches away the entire 30 miles. 
Ronnie’ performance оп his 
Northwest Honda 750F was a surprise 
to many onlookers because there 
haven't been many people who could 
stay with the Hogman for 10 laps. 
Davis was third on another Honda 
after he broke free from a three-rider 
tangle on the final lap to edge Ray 
Brockie on a Laverda and Glen 
Heintschel on a Kawasaki KZ750. 


Paul Stephenson swapped his D&D 
Ent. after-market exhaust pipe for the 
stock unit and the “legal beagle” was 
ready for the 750 Production final. 
Paul took the lead in the first turn over 
Glen Heintschel, Chuck Day and 
Ronnie Lundsford. By the end of the 
race Paul had a comfortable lead and 
Lundsford had passed both Chuck and 
Glen for second. 

Allan Johnson and his Honda CBX 
six-cylinder didn’t seem to come to 
grips with the TWS road course when 
the day was drizzly but once the sun 
came out, Allan shined too. The big 
Honda hooked up right from the start 
of the Open Production class to lead 
over Lundsford, Charles Brothers on a 
GS 1100 Suzuki and Stephenson. On 
lap two, Brothers in his first ride on 
the Dave Cook-sponsored Suzuki 
slipped off the fast line and Stephenson 
moved into third. Several laps later 
Paul moved around Lundsford as they 
dived into the infield off the banking 
and snatched away second, but John- 
son was well in command of the race 
by this time. Johnson set the fastest lap 
of the day for the Production bikes at 
2:05.5 on lap seven, taking the win 
over Stephenson, Lundsford and 
Brothers. 

Jake “the Snake" DeBoe dominated 
the 655 classes, both Production and 
Cafe, on a recently purchased KZ 650 
Kawasaki. The Production race was 
sparked by an intense dice between 
Jake and Robert Harkins that. lasted 
for the first five laps. The pair 
swapped the lead twice each lap; 
DeBoe was fastest on the banking but 
Harkins on an RD 400 Yamaha was 
nimblest in the infield. DeBoe's horse- 
power finally managed to wear down 
Harkins' inspired challenge and they 
finished first and second over Brothers 
and Tim McGuire. 

No one was willing to give Jake a 
break this day as he had to fight for his 
life in the 655 Cafe class as well. In this 
race Ronnie Lundsford on a Honda 
498cc four cylinder and Tim McGuire 
on his trusty RD 400 chased DeBoe 
relentlessly for the 30 miles but Jake 
held on for his second win of the day. 

McGuire, from Lewisville, rode the 
Carter's Yamaha to victories in both 
the 410 Cafe and 410 Production class- 
es. Tim, who has been a 500cc 
specialist for several years now, might 
have finally established himself as the 
man to beat. In the Production final 
Tim not only had to battle an on- 
again, off-again rain shower, but 
several close encounters with chargers 
Harkins and Brothers. Brothers lost 
his bid when he slid down in a slow 
corner, but was able to quickly 
remount for third at the end. Harkins 
was in the hunt until the final turn on 
the last lap when his Yamaha failed 
and Robert was forced to gallantly 
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push it across the finish line. George 
Praiswater inherited second when 
Harkins stopped and took the flag 
about 20 seconds behind Tim. 


Later in the day when the road 
course dried, McGuire picked up his 
second win of the day and was even 
able to see which way he was going. 
Tim won the 410 Cafe class beating 
Praiswater and Richard Haecker, all 
three aboard RD 400 Yamahas. 

Can-Am riders swept both the 250cc 
Production and Cafe classes. Nothing 
really surprising about that, however. 
It started off good but ended dull in 
the Production race as Mark Toth 
beat Denny Turnbull and Jim 
Boldein. Mark was able to open up a 
five-second advantage by the end of 
that event. In the Cafe class final, the 
fireworks lit up on lap six as previous 
leader Duncan Paul pitted with ter- 
minal problems with his RD 250 and 
turned the race over to Bucky Patter- 
son and Bill Syfan. But they barely 
had time to size each other up as Pat- 
terson crashed in the next turn and 
Syfan went on to win over George 
Lloyd by 15 seconds.

The first Texas hillclimb of the 
season was also the AMA Quali- 
fier.

David Carder (Bul) started the 
250cc class off right. He went over the 
400-foot hill in 15.59 seconds. Robbie 
Bailey (Bul) was right behind him with 


a 16.07 second ride. Charles Ford 
(Suz) from Colorado must have liked 
the extra oxygen. He took his bike to 
the top in 15.78 seconds and the home- 
town boys could not touch him. Ford 
sewed things up on his second run in 
just 14.37 seconds. 


John Blanton and Jim TerLoow- 


unveiled new 465cc Yamahas but they 
were both worried about whether they 
had them set up right. At the end of 
the first run TerLouw from Iowa was 
in second and Blanton in third behind 
David Anderson on an SC Yamaha. 
Blanton turned a 14.21 second time 
and TerLouw a 14.50 seconds to finish 
in first and second followed by Ander- 
son, a close third with 14.51 seconds. 

The big boys were after Will Alford 
and his 750cc Kawasaki. They wanted 


' to break his top time winning streak at 


Mineral Wells and today seemed to be 
the day with the well-groomed hill. 
TerLouw came the closest on his Kawa- 
saki with a 13.98 second run in the 
750cc clas. He was the only other 
rider to break into the 13's beside 
Alford. Alford's top time was 13.51 
seconds. The Open class riders could 
not touch him. 

The next Texas climb will be April 
13 at Red River Cycle Ranch near 
Muenster. This will be a completely 
new hill and the first bike will touch it 
then. This is a change from the an- 
nounced schedule.

second-round winner Bryan Edwards 
(Hon) rounded out the top three with 
a fine effort in round two. 

Afternoon practice followed a short 
break for track maintenance which 
was in turn followed by the exciting 
125cc Intermediate class. "Red Rocket 
Ace" Rodney Wiginton (Hon) aced the 
competition in consecutive motos as 
he and Chuck “The Hulk" Dawson 
(Suz) left the competition to battle for 
third with Mark Moseley (Yam) receiv- 
ing the nod. 

The 125cc Pros pounded the Texas 
turf next with "Fluid Form" Randy 
Sullivan (Hon) taking both action-filled 
rounds. In round one, Sullivan re- 
covered from a mid-pack start to lead 
by the halfway point as Mike Brownlee 
(Kaw) and “Jammin’” Jimmy Martin 
(Hon) pursued the youthful rider. By 
moto’s end Sullivan was racing by him- 
self (he continues to dominate the 125cc 
Pros) with Brownlee a distant second 
and Martin third. 


Round two had Sullivan on top 
early as he departed from the crowd 
with Brownlee holding down second 
for the duration as Michael Martin 
(Yam) took over the third slot and the 
“Jammer” dropped to the fifth spot, 
behind Rueben Alonzo (Suz). Sullivan 
held a marginal lead at the finish as 
Brownlee held down second after de- 
parting from the field with Michael 





Martin moving to third, Alonzo in 
fourth and Jimmy Martin fifth. Over- 
all it was Sullivan, Brownlee, M. Mar- 
іп, Alonzo and Mark Dawson (Suz). 

Bill Howe (Hon) devastated the 250cc 
Intermediate class with a pair of bril- 
liant holeshots that carried him to easy 
victories. Howe was on top all afternoon 
as Johnny Portman (Hon) was second 
with a 5-2 tally. Eric Berg (Yam) and 
David Lux (Yam) rounded out the top 
four in the action-filled event. 

The 250cc Pros literally pounded the 
gate next with Kirk Spencer (Yam) 
taking advantage of the poor starts of 
competitors Ricky Blackwell (Hon) 
and “Magic” Monte Anderson (Yam). 
Spencer departed early as Blackwell 
quickly worked his way to second by 
mid-moto with Anderson in pursuit. 
Robbie Pannell (Bul) and Kirk Dillon 
(Yam) had their own race for fourth 
and fifth with Dennis “Skylab” Haw- 
thorne (C-A) joining the battle by 
moto's end.

Last week was a big week for 
hearing bills in the Legislature. 
All bills which had to be heard 
in a fiscal committee were re- 
quired to be approved by a policy 
committee by Friday, or they would 
have died. As a result, the Legislature 
was hearing bills well into the evening 
hours all week long. We have tried to 
get a handle on the action taken on the 
motorcycle bills which were scheduled 
for action during the long and hectic 
week. 

On Monday, Apr. 7, Assemblyman 
Kapiloffs AB 990 was approved by the 
Senate Finance Committee, clearing 
the way for final action on the Senate 
floor within a couple of weeks. The bill 
carries a provision that the State De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation shall 
begin planning for a statewide system 
of off-road vehicle trails. Although the 
Department submitted an amendment 
at the last minute which would have 
allowed them to weasel out of a real 
commitment to do a meaningful trails 
planning project, we have received as- 
surances from Assemblyman Bob Hayes' 
office that he has reached agreement 
with the Department that they will 
commit to doing the study as origin- 
ally envisioned when this legislation 
was first introduced. 

On Tuesday evening, Assemblyman 
Hayes presented his new "Sagebrush 
Rebellion" bill before the Assembly 
Resources, Land Use and Energy Com- 
mittee. The new bill replaces one which 
was earlier vetoed by Governor Brown. 
This time the Governor has agreed to 











sign the bill, not so much that the Guv 
has changed his position since the last 
time, but he was not sure that he could 
have prevented another override of his 
veto. Anyhow, Hayes' new bill was ap- 
proved 10-0 by the Committee and 
looks like it is destined for clear sailing 
through the Legislature. 

Another bill of importance to riders 
was scheduled to be heard on Thurs- 
day, but was pulled off the calendar at 
the last minute. This bill is Chappie's 


~ Assembly Bill 2111 which would have 


removed the Off Highway Vehicle Pro- 
gram from the Department of Parks 
and Recreation and place it in the 
State Lands Commission. The bill was 
initially approved by the Assembly 
"Transportation Committee, and was 
scheduled to be heard by the Ways 
and Means Committee this week. De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation of- 
ficials met with Chappie and Hayes 
and agreed to support a bill which 
would require the Parks people to 
make a more serious effort with the 
program than they had in the past. 
With these agreements, Chappie agreed 
to amend the bill and give the Depart- 
ment another year to mend their ways, 
or else. The new bill will set up a high 
level office of Off Highway Recreation 
within the Department of Parks and 
Recreation to oversee the program. Ac- 
cording to Hayes, this set-up might 
produce the desired result with less dis- 
ruption to some of the accomplish- 
ments that the Department has been 
producing of late. 

In the meantime, Hayes has assured 
us that he has another measure; Assem- 
bly.Concurrent Resolution 124 which 
calls for a study of the entire organiza- 
tional structure of the Parks and 
Recreation system in the state. It is 
conceivable that such a study will split 
the functions of Parks and Recreation 
into separate departments, or suggest 
some other organizational alignment 
which would be more suitable. 

On the federal level, the BLM's pro- 
posed Desert Plan goes to public hear- 
ing this week. The proposed plan 
alternatives are in a review process 
until May 15. Every dirt rider should 
get a copy of the plan and attend one 
of the hearings, and then send BLM 








written comments before the written 

comment period ends May 15. 
Although BLM has four so-called 

alternative plans, they are pushing for 

the "balanced alternative" plan. If the 

balanced plan really were balanced 

that would be fine. Unfortunately, 

their idea of balanced is not exactly 

consistent with any definition of the 

word balance which we have ever seen. 

Using the BLM's alternatives, only the 

"Use Alternative" comes close to pro- 

viding the kind of riding areas which 

we really need. Go to one of the hear- 

ings and insist that BLM support “bal- 

ance" by approving the Use Alternative.

Scoring difficulties 


On Apr. 3, I attended and partici- 
pated in the opening night of moto- 
cross at OCIR. The races were held by 
R.A.C.E., who held the same program 
last year. The track is well prepared 
and flagged and it's located close to 
my home so I like to go out and race as 
often as I can. One major problem 
seems to come up repeatedly, includ- 
ing last year. It's a problem with scoring. 

My objective in racing is to do the 
best I can when the gate drops and see 
how I compare to others in my class. It 
is not fair to myself and the other rac- 
ers to hold an event which cannot be 
scored properly or scored at all. Yet 
this seems to be the case. It's not only 
my class but others as well and seems 
to be unique to OCIR and R.A.C.E. 

Last year and opening night this 
year, my class had two gates in one 
race with an average of 15 entrants per 
gate. Thirty people in the same race, 
in different divisions (gates), with two 
different leaders, on a very fast, tight, 
"bitchin'" course. Each pack of racers 
stretches out and one race blends into 
another. In short, who's in first what's 
in second, and third just shifted to 
fourth. Obviously the scoring becomes 
total mass confusion. 

The scorers are only partially to 
blame. It seems the organizer, who is 
also the announcer, worries about his 
announcing rather than overseeing the 











actual developments in scoring a parti- 
cular race. Other clubs have one guy 
who oversees and officiates the pro- 
gram. R.A.C.E.'s counterpart spends 
his time in the announcing booth rather 
than at the start and on the track offi- 
ciating a well scored race. 

It is he you go to when there is a 
problem with the race conditions. 
When asked for a rule book he said 
there wasn't one available. When 
asked about the scoring of a particular 
race, he had. no concrete answers. In 
short, the race wasn't organized 
enough to ensure any problems could 
be worked out smoothly. Instead, I left 
the track without knowing how I had 
done. I know I didn't win, but I wasn't 
last either, and that's the whole point 
of going racing. 

In conclusion, I'd like to say, I will 
come out to OCIR and race because I 
like night motocross, and I like the 
track, but please, Mr. Steve, put on a 
decent race. I don't like paying a lot of 
money just to come out and ride.

2. Charles Pashayan (Congressman, 
17th District) concurs that Con- 
gress should hold “oversite hear- 
ings,” but after the BLM has com- 
pleted its final plan (September 30, 
1980). Mr, Pashayan is a member 
of the subcommittee on public 
lands. It would be nice if we could 
convince him that an investigation 
into these matters is needed now. 

3. Wayne Grisham (Congressman, 
33rd District) has initiated an in- 
quiry at the BLM and is awaiting 
a response. 

4. Glenn M. Anderson (Congress- 
man, 32nd District) states: "While 
I would like to provide every assist- 
ance in this matter, your residence 
is located in the district repre- 
sented by my colleague, the Hon- 
orable Wayne Grisham.” (Is there 
anyone in the 33rd district who 
wants to help? If so, give me a 
call.) 

We have a problem. The general re- 
action has been to refer the matter 
back to the BLM for comment. I doubt 
that the BLM is going to agree that an 
investigation is needed, therefore we 
need to demonstrate the need for an 
investigation. Please, take a few minutes 
and write two short letters; one to Sen- 
ator Hayakawa and one to your con- 
gressman. Ask them to start or support 
an investigation into the BLM's activ- 
ities. If either you or your club has 
been damaged by the BLM's actions, 
tell them what happened.

ton Pro Series: 


Hank Scott roars through the 
pack for Sacto win

SACRAMENTO, CA, APR. 12 


“I knew back in Florida that I was going to win 
this," exclaimed a jubilant Hank Scott, standing 
in the pay line to receive the winner's share of 
the purse for the 25-lap National mile pro- 


moted by J.C. Agajanian at the 
Cal-Expo Fairgrounrds. 

Asked how he got around Mike 
Kidd, the defending winner who 
led much of this race, Scott replied, 
"The man upstairs." He added, “I 
must've had a hundred people praying 
for me down in Houston. You just 


don't go from dead last down the back 
straightaway to win without some help 
from upstairs." Scott announced that 
he would be riding for a new sponsor 
— Team Jesus. 

Kidd held on to finish second and 
take the Winston Pro Series points 
lead, ahead of the absent Kenny 





Roberts, 34-33. Ricky Graham also 
came up from behind the leaders to 
take third late in the race. 


Number One plate holder Steve 
Eklund is still without Winston Pro 
points after four events. Eklund quali- 
fied for the National and was in con- 
tention for the lead until the coil 
worked loose and grounded itself 
against the frame. He was listed 15th, 
one position out of the points. 


After much optimism about the 
chance of former champ Jay Spring- 
steen competing in the event, his 
recurring stomach troubles struck 
again. "As soon as he came out here, 
he started having trouble," said tuner 
Bill Werner. Steve Morehead used one 
of Springer's bikes to finish fourth in 
the National. 

Two new machines made their 





debut. Jerry Griffith brought a Honda 
CX500-based machine for Jeff Haney, 
which featured the engine mounted 
sideways in the frame, thermo-syphon 
water-cooling, and a reworked side- 
case to mount a sprocket and drive 
chain. Ignition troubles kept the revs 
down and Haney did not ride it after 
time trials. 

Ron Wood built a Harley-Davidson 
for Alex Jorgensen, probably the most 
Norton-esque Harley ever seen. The 
bike featured a custom red frame, 
familiar red tank, bobbed rear fender 
and Ohlins piggyback reservoir rear 
shocks. Alex made it into the National 
in his first ride on the bike and finished 


ninth. 
Time trials 

Mike Kidd's Army-sponsored XR-750 
set a new qualifying record of 39.021 








seconds, good for 92.258 mph. The 
track, as has been the case the past 
two years, was very dusty (the horse 
racing associations won't allow any 
chemicals for track preparation) and 
continued to be so; although the 
problem diminished as rubber trans- 
ferred onto the groove. The track sur- 
face gets faster as the night goes on — 
Hank Scott's 25-lap record set in 78 is 
over 94 mph. 

Garth Brow, Hank Scott and Steve 
Eklund occupied the other pole posi- 
tions in the heats, with times ranging 
from 39.078 to 39.406. 


Heats 

Mike Kidd showed his intentions for 
a repeat win at Cal Expo by leading 
the first heat wire to wire over runner- 
up Corky Keener. Billy Labrie had 
third initially, but Gary Scott took it 
away on the third lap. Scott had bare- 
ly two laps to enjoy the direct transfer 
as Wayne Rainey used the draft with 
his Chris Armstrong/H&H Workshop 
Harley to slingshot by going into turn 
three. For the next five laps, the second 
year Expert Rainey and the veteran 
Scott fought bitterly over third, and 
the battle was decided in Rainey's 
favor, putting him into his first-ever 
mile National. Scott led Labrie and 
Terry Poovey into the first semi. 

The second heat also saw the leader, 
JB Racing/Arai Helmets-sponsored 
Garth Brow, go wire to wire. Brow had 
been hit on the head by a plastic pylon 
during a groove-widening practice ses- 
sion, crashed and had a frantic time get- 
ting the bike ready for the race. Scott 
Drake started off in second, but Scott 
Parker took hold of that and appeared 
to have it nailed until bike problems 
sent him coasting off the track for a 
DNF. About the same time that Park- 
er broke, Rick Hocking pushed his 
Ray Beck XR past Drake’s South East 
H-D mount. Positions held to the flag, 
and Randy Goss and Gene Romero 
had to be satisfied with fourth and 
fifth. 

Lance Jones had the lead at the start 
of heat three, but that was quickly 
passed to Horton Racing's Steve 
Morehead. Hank Scott made his way 
up from a so-so start to pass Alex Jor- 
gensen and Joe Wilson, while Jones 
dropped back to fifth. With two laps 
to go, Scott passed Morehead for the 
lead, but Steve got back around to 
take the win. Wilson finished third, 
with Jorgensen and Jones fourth and 
fifth. 

Scott Pearson, Ricky Graham and 
Brad Hurst went for the lead as the 
final heat got underway. Pearson had 
the point position at the end of the 
first lap, Hurst at the end of the 
second. By lap three it was an eight- 
wheeled vehicle as Grand National 
Champ Steve Eklund moved his 
Zanotti/Castrol/Interpart special into 
the fray. Hurst opened up a slight lead 
while Eklund was busy getting by Pear- 
son and Graham. Once by them, 
Eklund caught up to Hurst and went 
by with two laps to go. However, Hurst 
came back in the final lap and got his 
Wayne Hall/KRW Harley to the line 
first. Graham and Pearson had one of 
the best battles of the night over third, 
with Graham’s Klotz/Wiseco machine 
in front at the flag by inches. Ted 
Boody, suffering the effects of a hard 
crash in practice, finished fifth. 


Semis 

The two transfer positions from the 
first semi were subject to heated de- 
bate as first Gene Romero and Gary 
Scott, then Scott and Terry Poovey, 
and finally Scott and Randy Goss 
argued over them. Harley factory rider 
Goss came from behind and took the 
lead on the eighth lap and held it with 
KK Supply/Sizemore Traveland-spon- 
sored Scott taking the other transfer. 

The second semi was equally 
combative as Alex Jorgensen, Scott 








Pearson, Ted Boody and Bobby Sand- 
ers changed positions regularly in the 
first half of the event. Finally Jorgy ap- 
peared to have the lead, but Boody 
came from third to first in one lap, 
and stayed there for the remaining lap 
as Jorgensen held off Pearson for 
second. After 20 miles of racing in two 
events, only a few feet total kept Pear- 
son out of the National. 


Trophy race 


It was two laps at a time in the lead 
for Billy Labrie and Terry Poovey in 
the trophy race. Poovey led lap one, 
Labrie the next two, Poovey the follow- 
ing pair, etc, Bel-Ray-sponsored Poovey 
had the lead the final two laps, though, 
and held on to win in a side by side 
finish with Labrie’s Fletchers H-D/ 
Rebel Int./Florida H-D Dealers ma- 
chine. After a spirited tussle, Bobby 
Sanders took third in front of Gene 
Romero. | 


National 


The first few laps of the National 
were a blur as Garth Brow, Mike Kidd 
and Steve Morehead rearranged the 
order of the top three up to several 
times a lap; usually at the end of each 
straight as they used the draft and sub- 
sequent slingshot maneuvers to upset 
the status quo. Morehead later said 
that there was “so much drafting that 
when one guy went by, he usually 
brought another guy along with him." 

Corky Keener joined the action up 
front, while Ricky Graham was a bit 
off the leading four, but heading up 
Eklund and the rest of the pack on the 
fifth lap. 

Two laps later, with Kidd in the 
lead followed by Brow, Keener and 
Morehead, Hank Scott made his pres- 
ence known by passing Eklund and 
closing on Graham. і 

Kidd, Brow and Morehead kept ех- 
changing the lead as Scott moved past 
at least a rider per lap until he was in 
third behind Kidd and Brow. The fol- 
lowing laps saw Kidd and Scott pull 
ahead slightly, only to be joined by 
Eklund. Before Eklund could make a 
move, however, he was back in fifth, 
then coasting off the track after the 
coil had grounded itself on the frame. 


Kidd and Scott continued their up- 
front battle for a few more laps as 
Ricky Graham moved into third. “I 
was just behind that group (early in 
the race) but I couldn't catch them,” 
said Graham later, adding “As soon as 
Hank Scott and Eklund passed me, we 
cut right through." 

Four laps from the end, Scott made 
his move for the lead and took over. 
Kidd planned a last lap move: “I 
thought I'd get Hank down the front 
straight, but I wasn't getting as good a 
drive off of turn four as he was." After 
being shut out in '79, Scott had his 
first win of the '80 season early in the 
year. 

Morehead finished fourth as Randy 
Goss completed a late-race advance to 
fifth. Brow was sixth, followed by Gary 
Scott, Corky Keener, Alex Jorgensen 
and Wayne Rainey. ө

Torturous Tecate 500 allows 


only 31 survivors

TECATE, B.C., MAR. 29-30 


Team Husky's Bob Popiel admittedly "survived" 
the running of the 1980 Tecate 500 enduro 

hosted by the Los Ancianos M.C. in relatively 
good fashion. He won by an incredible margin 


of 82 points over runner-up and 
former Tecate winner, Malcolm 
Smith. Popiel dropped just 43 
points over the 400+ mile ven- 
ture into the backbone of Baja's wild- 
erness. 

Riding a Husky 390 Automatic, it 
was Popiel's second 500-mile, two-day 
win in the last year, he also took over- 
all at the famous Jack Pine National 
Enduro. 

Malcolm was in contention for over- 
all honors until just after lunch Sunday 
when he led his team members into the 
first check seven minutes early! What 
really hurt was that he didn't realize 
they were early as minus four was show- 


ing on minute four). The next check 
was just a few miles down the trail and 
they also hit it early. Those two checks 
possibly cost Malcolm the overall. 

Only 31 legal finishers out of 240 
starters had many riders promising to 
never come back. The Tecate 500 has 
always been one of the favorite enduros 
and had grown to become a "classic" 
in the true sense of the word. What 
caused so much grief this year was a 
combination of tough trails, fast aver- 
ages, sloppy conditions on part of the 
course due to the torrential rain prior 
to the event, and no time to rest. The 
opinion was unanimous that the club 
overdid it. 

Each year the club members spend 


a lot of time in Baja scouting new sec- 
tions. All the new sections finally added 
up to one long tough enduro. Another 
factor is that the Los Ancianos, while 
a highly enthusiastic hard-working 
group, lacks a core of experienced en- 
duro riders to help guide their course 
planning. But over the years I have 
never seen them make the same 
mistake twice. They certainly and 
grimly realized their mistake when 
very few riders made it to lunch Sunday, 
much less the finish line. They are al- 
ready discussing how to avoid the prob- 
lems of this year's run in 1981 and re- 
turn to the event its rightful honor as 
the best enduro on the west coast, 
maybe in North America. It certainly 
has the potential. 

A seemingly unlimited variety of ter- 
rain and trails used but once a year 
into parts of Baja most people don't 
even dream exist. The average en- 
thusiast wouldn't dream of getting 
stuck in the mud in Baja, but most of 
the riders did at least once. 

Even Baja 1000 winner Larry 
Roeseler (Yam) had to sweat like the 
rest of us in getting his bike out of the 











muck. And the mud was pure yuck. 
The kind like jello, sorta quivered if 
you stopped and then slowly gave way 
until you were sucked in. 

One poor soul not only got his bike 
stuck, but himself as well! He was start- 
ing to get scared as he couldn't get 
himself out and was there for three or 
four hours until someone finally heard 
his cries for help. 

How sticky was the mud? Ask 
former desert star Art Knapp. He 
literally had the soles of his boots sucked 
off while pulling free! Try explaining 
that to your friends as they roll around 
helpless with laughter at the sight! 
Makes standing up on the pegs a bit 
painful, too. 


Problems stuck most of the top en- 
duro riders. Roeseler finally DNF with 
tranny problems. Teammate Rick 
Munyon picked up water in the gas 
early Saturday along with 20 or so 
other riders including Can-Am rider 
Ron Bishop. Harry Keast, D-37 #1 
Senior rider, suffered a flat tire after 
the first gas on Saturday, fixed it and 
was doing OK ’til he hit another rider 
on the railroad tracks leading into the 








finish and endoed off the tracks! Luck- 
ily Harry wasn’t seriously injured, but 
he wasn’t walking too well and decided 
enough was enough. 

Another D-37 #1 rider, Jay Tullis, 
blew the engine in his 500cc Honda 
thumper just 25 miles out. Something 
about how four-strokes don’t like to 
run without oil or such. The #1 bad 
luck syndrome struck down Grant 
Palenske (Mai) when his bike seized 
and wouldn't restart Saturday. He had 
company though, his brother Garner 
also broke almost in the same spot! 
Both were gathering wood for an all 
night fire when club member Fred 
Germain arrived and got them both 
out. 

The £1 jinx continued into Sunday 
when Mike Adams (Mai) lost his axle 
nut and finally limped out to the main 
highway. What made Mike mad was 
the knowledge that he probably didn't 
tighten the nut down after adjusting 
the chain at lunch. 

There was still one #1 rider left, but 
the 1980 Tecate double whammy got 
him just six meager miles before the 
finish when Jerry Count's XR-200 en- 
gine gave up the ghost. Jerry had hit 
the last check 52 minutes late. He 
knew the way into the finish was a cake- 
walk down the railroad tracks and 
didn't figure to hour out, but fate de- 
cided otherwise. One of the Dempsey 
brothers finall happened by and 
towed him in but he had houred out 
by then. Jerry reportedly still trophied 
as only one 200cc class bike finished, 
an incredible fifth overall by Paul Eddy 
(Yam) who dropped 245 points. 

“Billy Goat” Dan McKinney took 
first 250cc honors, 10th overall on his 
Husky. In fact it was a Husky sweep, 
eight out of the top 10 were on the 
Swedish marque. First Senior was Ron 
Fry (Yam) dropping just 451 points. 
Ron's tough, believe me. 

Other moments to remember: Mag 
7's magnificent lunches served up by 
the best crew ever put forth on our 
planet for such purposes. Let me de- 
scribe how they treat you when you 
pull in. Two members of Mag-7 meet 
you as you push your bike away from 
the gas truck, one takes your bike 
while the other takes your gear and 
hands you a clean, wet towel to clean 
up with. The lovely ladies take your 
order on how you want your sandwich, 
what do you want to drink, etc. Then 
they lead you over to the fire and find 
a chair for you to sit down, relax and 
rest those weary bones. Ahhhhh..... ! 

For many, it was down the road 
back to the finish for one reason or an- 
other. For the dwindling few remain- 
ing, it was time to hit the trail. Los 
Ancianos said to be sure and give 
Coors beer a plug for donating 37 
cases of the cool stuff for the riders. 

One of the biggest mistakes the club 

made was to toughen the course up 
Sunday afternoon after the riders were 
already exhausted. Even Malcolm 
complained about a 30 mile stretch of 
treacherous rocks that had to be nego- 
tiated in first gear, at a 30 mph 
average! This seciton alone was burned 
into the survivors’ minds. 
So while the 1980 Tecate 500 went 
down in the history books as one of the 
toughest ever, it was also a lesson to 
the club. I'm confident they have 
learned from it, too. Next year's 
enduro will be a worthwhile event. It's 
easy to condemn the Los Ancianos but 
we must remember the tremendous 
amount of time and money the 
members put into the event. The lo- 
gistics are overwhelming. One small 
mistake or detail can ruin everything. 9

U.S. trounces

BRANDS HATCH, MALLORY PARK, OULTON PARK, ENGLAND, APR. 4-5-6 
Freddie Spencer, the talented teenager from 
Shreveport, LA, took the British road racing 
scene by storm at Easter as the Americans hand- 
ed out a 72 point thrashing to the host nation 


in the 10th annual running of 
the Marlboro Transatlantic Tro- 
phy Match Races. 

With two wins at Brands Hatch, 
a second and a third at Mallory and 
runnerup spot to Kenny Roberts in the 
opening race at Oulton, Freddie looked 
like he might emerge as top scorer of 
the series as he led the second Oulton 
team clash. 

But to prove "Fast Feddie" is human, 
after all, he slid off at Esso Bend on 
the fifth lap when holding a 100-yard 
lead. 

The British squad had their share of 
problems and all told 14 riders at one 
time or another were actually in the 
nine-rider-strong British lineup. 

But the simple fact of the matter is 
that the British had no one to con- 
sistently beat or even match Roberts, 
Spencer and Randy Mamola. 

Between them, this trio scored 242 
of their team's final tally of 442 points, 
but they were ably supported by the 
rest of the American crew who fared 
much, much better than the Britons in 
the reliability stakes. 

Britain managed to win the sixth leg 
to halt a near certain American "white- 
wash," but with the overall win the 
Americans have now narrowed the 
series score six wins to four in Britain's 
favor. 

Even before the racing had started, 
though, the British were in trouble. 
The method of seeding some riders, 
like Barry Sheene, Mick Grant, Ron 
Haslam, Dave Potter and Graeme 
Crosby directly into the nine man 
squad, and leaving the rest to race at 
the season opener at Mallory Park on 
March 3 for the remaining four places 
was not well received in some quarters. 

But even when Graham Wood, John 
Newbold, Keith Huewen and Steve 
Manship had done the job the hard 
way the arguing was not over. 


Several riders, particularly Newbold 
and Manship, were unhappy about the 
offers of start money. Manship was of- 
fered a miserable 500 pounds sterling 
for the three meetings, but it was not 
until the press conference in London 
on the Tuesday before the meeting 
that matter came to a head. 








Manship withdrew from the team 
after being unable to persuade MCD 
supremo Chris Lowe to increase his of- 
fer. With the injury to Graham Wood 
at the weekend's Cadwell Park inter- 
national race, that put the inexper- 
ienced Chris Guy and Alan Pacey into 
the British lineup. 

There was more bad news in store 
for the British fans. When Mick Grant 
arrived from his Honda factory- testing 
session in Japan he announced that he 
had broken a bone in his ankle when a 
mechanical fault on the NR500 had 
thrown him off the bike. 

In comparison things looked quite 
good for the Americans. Only Dale 
Singleton had any real injury problems, 
and reports that he had received a bad 
concussion and had broken his arm in 
a crash at Magny Cours, France the 
previous weekend had been misleading. 

The Georgia pig farmer had indeed 
unloaded in a big way when his Yama- 
ha seized but Dale had escaped with 
only bruises and a dislocated thumb. 


Brands Hatch 

Sensation of the Brands Hatch races 
was Freddie Spencer. The 2.61 mile 
Brands long circuit is not easy to learn, 
but even in Thursday's practice, Fast 
Freddie looked good. In Good Friday's 
race he was sensational. 

No one could live with him and the 
teenager made the rest of the field, 
which included such names as Kenny 
Roberts and Barry Sheene, looked 
decidedly substandard. 

Another man very keen to make an 
impression was Graeme Crosby. There 
had been mixed feelings whether this 
likeable Kiwi should have even been 
considered for the series, but British 
fans were glad he was in the first 13- 
lap battle. 

He finished second, 3.2 seconds be- 
hind Spencer, but well clear of an 
entertaining scrap between Roberts 
and Sheene. 

Barry led for much of the race, but 
it looked as though Kenny was playing 
to the 65,000-strong gallery. Sure 
enough, two laps from the flag, he 
went ahead and stayed there. John 
Newbold was fifth over the line, pleased 
with the result in view of the fact that 
his 750cc Yamaha was without sixth

gear and the clutch for most of the 
race. Hard on his heels was Skip Aks- 
land while Dave Potter held on to a 
half-second lead over Richard Schlacter 
at the line. 

Dave Aldana’s four-stroke Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki went sick and he only 
managed 12 laps, but he at least got 
the bike to the finish. Yoshimura team- 
mate Wes Cooley’s mount broke at the 
worst possible moment and he just 
couldn't push it in to go for points. 

Randy Mamola didn't go the dis- 
tance. His 650cc Suzuki broke a crank 
and he managed only nine laps. 

After the points had been tallied the 
Americans led 70 to 66, but the British 
supporters already sensed that it might 
be different in the second leg and it 
was! 

Spencer won again, but this time 
Roberts and Mamola packed the next 
two places, leaving Britain's best man, 
Ron Haslam on the Yamaha, gasping 
for breath in fourth spot. 

Dave Potter and Keith Huewen took 
fifth and sixth spots, but that did not 
stop the American midfield takeover. 
Aksland, John Long, Cooley and 
Schlachter made a sandwich of John 
Newbold, and with Schlacter 12th, 
the British were handed a crushing 28- 
point beating. 

Aldana again had problems, but in 
comparison with the host nation the 
reliability record of the visitors looked 
impressive. Within four laps of the 
start Mick Grant, Chris Guy, Sheene 
and Crosby had been forced to stop 
with mechanical troubles. 


Mallory Park 


It was Roberts’ turn to shine at Mal- 
lory. Freddie was far from impressed 
with the high speed Leicstershire track 








which was slippery due to dirt and 
debris on the surface. 

But that did not stop him from grab- 
bing second place in the first 22-lap 
team clash. Third was Britain’s best 
man, once again Ron Haslam who kept 
nipping at Spencers heels, but never 
really looked like he'd get the better of 
the teenager. 

Mamola was fourth after another 
exciting dice with his factory team- 
mate, but Transatlantic Trophy foe, 
Graeme Crosby. 


Again the Americans won, by only 
four points it is true, but it was enough 
to stretch their advantage to 36. 

Sheene was a disappointment. On 
the front of the grid at the start, he 
came around almost last at the end of 
the opening lap and finally pulled 
through to eighth behind Schlachter. 

Barry put the result down to prob- 
lems with his big Yamaha’s monoshock 
unit and loss of midrange power, but if 
his fans expected an improvement 
next time, it did not really happen. He 
was fifth. 

Roberts once again set the pace, but 
he couldn’t shake off Mamola. When 
the caution flags came out for Crosby's 
high-speed crash at Devil's Elbow, 
Mamola went ahead for a while, but 
later Kenny regained command and 
stayed there to the flag. 

Third was Spencer, who had some 
heartstopping moments on the grid 
when the Erv Kanemoto Yamaha start- 
ed to misfire. But Erv came to the res- 
cue and after a sluggish start, Freddie 
piled on the coals to look at one stage 
as a possible winner. Just three seconds 
covered the leading trio at the flag. 

Fourth was Haslam and fifth, more 
than 10 seconds down, came Sheene 








chased by teammate Keith Huewen, 
Schlachter, Dave Potter and Aksland. 
Less than two seconds covered that 
little dice. 

Crosby escaped from what looked 
an horrendous accident with “just” a 
broken leg, but if he had slid into the 
Armco head first instead of feet first it 
might have been a very different story. 

Moments after his crash another 
Briton threw it away. Chris Guy fell at 
Gerards, and though at first it was 
feared he had broken his arm, he es- 
caped with a sore wrist. 

But thanks mainly to Roberts, 
Mamola and Spencer, the Americans 
had handed out another thrashing to 
the British who faced the final test at 
Oulton Park trailing by a colossal 57 
points. 

Crosby had not broken his leg as was 
at first feared, but a badly gashed left 
calf meant he was out of the British 
lineup for the third and final meeting. 
He was replaced by Roger Marshall 
while Mick Grant had to step down 
also when the cracked bone in his ankle 
finally parted. His spot went to Steve 
Parrish. 

Chris Guy had not broken his arm 
either, but his bike was too badly 
damaged to repair in time and his 
team spot went to Stan Woods. 


Oulton Park 

All this might have pacified the 
50,000 fans who lined the Oulton Park 
circuit, but the “illegal” use of replace- 
ments helped save Britain from an 
even bigger canning. 


Spencer came close to beating 
Roberts in the first 11-lap team race 
and managed to pass the world cham- 
pion on the last lap in a fast left 
hander. But Kenny's factory Yamaha 
had the legs on the Erv Kanemoto model 
and Freddie had to settle for runner 
up, just a machine's length behind 
King Kenny. 

Mamola took third after Sheene's 
Yamaha had broken a crankshaft on the 
final lap. Barry's retirement lifted 
Keith Huewen into fourth place and 
the first Briton home. 

Alongside him was Roger Marshall 
and both had nipped ahead of Aksland 
on the final dramatic lap. 

But with the Americans again pack- 
ing the middle, the result was another 
crushing defeat for Britain, 81-52. 

Schlachter took a tumble midway 
through the race, but though he es- 
caped relatively injury free, his bike 
was rather battered and he missed the 
final leg. 

Spencer wanted to win this one, to 
share high point scorer honors with 
Roberts, assuming Kenny was second, 
but after setting a new absolute lap 
record for the Cheshire circuit in one 
minute 35.3 seconds, Freddie slid off 
and was forced to retire. 

That left Roberts and Mamola to 
fight for the win and Randy, riding 
the 500cc Suzuki that he had been 
using since Mallory Park, left Kenny's 
750cc Yamaha gasping for air. 


Sheene again was out of the race 
with another broken crank, but Haslam 
was on hand to wave the Union Jack. 
He chased Roberts all the way and was 
only a fifth second short at the line. 
His efforts must have inspired the 
rest of the British who took fourth, 
sixth, seventh, eighth, 10th and 12th 
places thanks to Huewen, Potter, New- 
bold, Marshall, Parrish and Woods. 
That gave them their first win of the 
series 75-61 and America's lead was 
cut from 86 to a final margin of 72. 

It was a sad weekend for the British 
who just do not have the strength of 
the present American squad and have 
no one close to the teenage talent de- 
veloping in the United States right now. 

A British win in this series in the 
foreseeable future looks very, very 
remote. e. 
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
